Allowable Subject Matter 

2. Claims 1 -30 are allowed. 

3. The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: 

None of the prior art teaches or suggests an bi-directional data synchronization 
between different clock frequencies as the present application. Data synchronization 
system by Snyder (US 5,422,914) is a very close art to the present application. 
However, Snyder failed to teach some distinct features as taught by the present 
application. In specific, the present application teaches providing a first clock signal 
having a first frequency to a state machine counter; providing a second clock signal 
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having a second frequency that is an integer multiple of the first clock frequency to the 
state machine counter; applying the first clock signal to reset the state machine counter 
to an initial state; incrementing the state machine counter with the second clock signal 
wherein the state machine counter has an integer number of states equivalent to the 
ratio of the second clock signal frequency to the first clock signal frequency; generating 
an intermediate clock signal with the state machine counter wherein the counter 
produces an output signal whenever the state machine increments through all states to 
return to the initial state; and applying the intermediate clock signal to synchronize data 
between the first clock frequency and the second clock frequency.
